Last night’s high command com- 
munique reported bitter fighting on 
virtually every front, with many 
Russians killed.

Excerpts From Ryti Speech 
Following are excerpts from the 
statement of Premier Ryti; 

The 
came into power last Dec, 1, after 
hostilities had broken out, has re- 
garded as its chief task the res- 
toration of peace. 

Before the reconstruction of the 


_ government last Nov. 30, thus on 


the same day as the invasion oc- 
curred, the Government of the 
United States offered its good of- 
fices for the solution of the con- 
flict by pacific means. 
at once accepted this offer, but 
the Soviet Union refused it. 

At its first session the present 
government ‘decided to approach 
the Soviet Government through 
the Government of Sweden with 
& proposal for continuation of 
negotiations and intimated at the 
same time that new, positive pro- 
posals would be made. 

The Soviet Government gave its 
answer on Dec, 4, refusing to en- 
ter into negotiations and stating 
then that an agreement had been 
reached with the newly consti- 
tuted Peoples’ Government of 
Finland, 

The fact that the Finnish Gov- 
ernment has consented to this 
treaty calls for a few words of 
explanation. 

In the opinion of the whole 
world, Finland’s case was hope- 
less in the beginning. We received 
an abundance of sympathy, but 
no effective help from any direc- 
tion. Not until it had become evi- 
dent that Finland was capable of 
successfully defending herself did 
we begin to receive humanitarian 
and material help and munitions, 
especially from Sweden and the 
Western Powers.

‘Hitler’s ‘Last’ Conquest Is 
ViewingAnniversary With 
Joy a Bit Paled by War 


—Meme tomorrow the 


first anniversary of its return to the 
Reich, with many hopes fulfilled, but 
' 'also with many disappointments; be- 
cause of the conflict between Ger- 
Many and the Allies. 

The return of this strip of %40 
square miles of Baltic territory and 
150,000 people of German stock to 
Germany was Fuehrer Adolf Hitler’s 
last bloodless conquest before he 
drew the sword to regain Danzig 
and the Polish Corridor and con- 
quer what once was Poland. 

As Hitler made a triumphant en- 
try last March 23 in the sunshine 
into Memel, which only a few hours 
before had seen a blinding snow-

British warships in seemingly large 
numbers hovered off the coasts of 
Denmark and Norway ready to swoop 
down on unwary enemy vessels. 

The German freighter Edmund d Hugo 
Stinnes, 2989 tons, with her cargo of 
coal was sunk this afternoon west 
of the spot where the 4,947-ton ore 
carrier Heddernheim was the victim 
of a British submarine four days ago. 

A third German freighter, the 5,000- 
ton Ostpr oaded with coke, 
was aground after three days of har- 
ried cruising off the west coast of 
Denmark’ to avoid British warships.
